Union’s Request in Disf@vor 
With President Whitaker. 


WILL ADVISE ITS REFUSAL. 


TRANSIT DIRECTORS MUST ACT 
ON IT YET. 


Mr. Whitaker Outlines His Position ig 
an Interview, Replying to the 
Demands of the Commit- 
tee, Presented Friday. 


In an interview given to the Post-Dis- 
patch Saturday morning Edwards Whita- 
ker, president of the St. Louls Transit Co., 
summarize, the situation as regards the 
demands of the road employes’ union by 
declaring that while the directors will 
have to pass upon the matter, he wii 
“most strernvously advise that they de- 
cline.”’ 

This te the first repiy made to the new 
Cemand of th? men, presented Friday night. 
At that time Mr. Whitaker said he would 
take the qvestions up with the directory, 
and asked for time to do so, This was con- 
sented to. Saturday, the Post-Dispatch 
asked Mr. Whitaker what he thought of 
the action of the men and the new con- 
tract or agreement that they had present- 
ed, He said: 

“We made an agreement with the com- 
mittees on March 10 which was eatisfac- 
tory to both parties. 

“They asked the company to agree ‘that 
any committee of the employes representing 
organized or nnorgunized labor will be rec- 
ognized when they desire to be heard in 
relation to any grievance.’ 

“To this the company at once assented, 
and it was stipulated: ‘We will meet any 
individual employe or any committee of 
employes in relation to any grievance,’ 

“On yesterday the committeemen came in 
and the chairman announced that they 
abrogated the agreement of March 10. They 
presented a new agreement, in which they 
demand that no man be employed unless 
he is a member of the union. Though he 
does not wish to join, or if wishing to join 


the union refuses to admit him; cm de- 
mand that the company ehall discharge 


him. 
“I will call a ey | of the board as soon 
as possible and the board will determine, 
but I will advise most strenuously that they 
decline. 

“T will never consent that a good man 
who does his work well shall be discharged 
because he does or does not belong to any 
union or association of any kind, religious, 
political or social. If a man ie a good 
and does his duty faithfuily,.he shall 
far as I am concerned, be free to order his 
relations as he thinks proper. 

‘The committee prerented their demand as 
an ultimatum, lt will be so considered. 

“Any man refusing to take-out his car 
will be on as leaving the service 
of the company, and any man taking the 
car out will be held entitled to that run.”’ 

The executive committee of the St. Louls 
Transit Co.’s employes’ unton consented 
Friday afternoon, as related in late editions 
of the Post-Dispatch, to give the board of 
directors of the company time to act upon 
the new agreement presented by the men 
at that time. 

The board cannot meet before Monday or 
Tneedav afternoon. Chairman T. ’ - 
wards of the employes’ committse, which 
met President Wh taker of the Transit Ca, 
told the Post-Dispatch that the new agree- 
ment abrog@wates the old one and that the 
new one must be accepted or there would 
be a rupture. 

The new and unsigned agreement pro- 
vides In general terms that the company 
ereoenize the union sper'fically in all of tts 
dealing with the men and that every eme 
ploye must be or become a union man. 


A RIVER OF BLAZING OIL 


Explosions in Standard Varnish 
Works Set the Kill Von Kull 
and Newark Bay Afire. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—The Standard Var- 
nish Works at Elm Park, Staten Island, 
were damaged by fire to the extent of $200,- 
000 to-day. The loss is partially cavered by 
insurance. 

The fire is sipposed to have been caused 
by an explosion of gas in one of the com- 
pany’s tanks. 

Later seven great tanks containing tur- 
ventine and linseed oll exploded in succes- 
sion. The contents poured ‘!n great volume 
into the waters of the Kill Von Kull and 
Newark Bay. Fire yn from Bayonne ar- 
rived soon after the fire started, but they 
were forced to confine their efforts to keep- 
ing the burning fluids from flawing down 
the Kill and setting fire to the boats tied 
up at different points. 

The fire gutted half a dozen small brick 
storehouses containing barrels of varn‘sh, 
inseed oil and turpentine. The storehouses 
contained about 1000 barrels of all. Three 
tanks, each of which held 3000 galions of oil, 
were destroyed. On the docks there were 
fully 1000 barrels of turpentine, all of which

With an Admiral’s

In Washington the Metropolitan Club is 
the house of many bachelor army and navy 
men, while they are on capital duty. Com- 
modore Dewey was a constant habitue of 
the club before he was sent to the Asiatic 
station in the November of 1897. 

The commodore had been on shore duty 
so long that his health was becoming im- 
paired. He conceived the idea that a little 
salt air would he beneficial: so at his re- 
quest the Navy Department put him in 
command of the Asiatic station, a posi 
where there was plenty of sea air and 
nothing of any consequence to do—that is, 
just then. 

When the commodore announced that he 
was off for Hong Kong, his friends of the 
Metropolitan Club got up a rousing send- 
off- for him. There was a banquet. with 
personal and patriotic toasts, wine, wit and 
wisdom unstinted. 

Before the guests left the table this song. 
strangely prophetic, written by Col. Archi- 
bald Hopkins, clerk of the Court of Claims, 
was sung: 

Pill all your glasses full to-night: 
{The wind {is off the shore: 

And be it feast or be it fight, 
We pledge the commodore. 


Through days of storm, through dave of calm, 
on broad Pacific seas, 

Ai anchor off the Isles of Palm. 
Or with the Japanese; 


Ashore. afloat, on deck, below.

DEWEY ATE AND DRANK WITH US 


Magnificent Banquet, the Final Feature 
of a Great Day, at Which Beauty 
and Wealth Gathered. 


As a climax to the day's festivities in hon- 
or of Admiral Dewey and Mrs. Dewey, 
nothing couldhave been more fitting than 
the banquet given at the Planters’ Hotel. 

Around "the tables at the banquet were 
gathered the wit, the beauty, the wealth 
and the intelligence of the city. The grand 
dining hall was a marvel of beauty with its 
decorations in the national colors, the flow- 
ers, the myriad lights reflected in the 
Riass and silver of the tables and gilisten- 
ing in the white of napery. 

Admiral Dewey was an ideal guest of 
honor. He shows appreciation of everything 
that is done to honor and entertain him. 


He appeared for the first time in uniform 
and those who had seen him in civilian 
dress scarcely recognized him. He looks 
every inch the sea-fighting hero he is in 
his gorgeous uniform. 

Hie sat in the place of honor in the center 
of the row of gentlemen who were to speak, 
at the table nearest the Chestnut street 
side of the hall. At his right were ex-Gov. 
W. J. Stone, Gen. George H. Shields and 
Bishop Daniel 8. Tuttle. At his left were 
ex-Mayor C. P. Walbridge. the toastmaster, 
Frederick W. Lehmann, Frederick N. Jud- 
Son and Father James Coffey. 

Mrs. Dewey sat at a table directly in 
front of her distinguished husband. Her 
table was almost buried in flowers. She 
was under the escort of Gen. John W. Nobie 
and at her table were Mrs. Scanian and 
Mrs. Heister Clymer.

‘Mr. Lehmann began hfs response to the 
toast. “Our Guest,”’ in light vein, referring 
'in humorous way to the Admiral's vivil 
war record, telling him he would now find 
none of the obstructions to plain sailing 
up the Mississippi that impeded his prog- 
ress in the sixties. 

He compared Dewey to Join Paul Jones, 

“Jones fought and sank the Serapts after 
supper; Dewey fought and sank the Span- 
ith fleet before breakfast.”’ 

Mr. Lehmann characterized the belief he.d 
by some, that the Admir4a}] should nave 
sailed out of Manila harbor afier the battle 
as “imbecile eriticism.” 

“If Dewey had. been a man to sail out 
of Manila Bay, he would not have been the 
man to sail into it. American sailors fol!- 
lowed a brave heart into that bay: they 
will never follow a faint heart out of it. 
‘Ladies and gentlemen, I pledge you the 
health of a great man, a great eailor, a 
great commander, and one without fear and 
without reproach—Admiral Defvey.”’ 

The toast was drunk standing. 

In calling upon Gen. Shields to respond 
to the toast. ‘“‘Our Country.’ Mr. Walbridge 
paraphrased Admiral Dewey's famous order 
to Capt. Gridley into: 

‘““Gen. Shields, vou may fire when ready.”’ 
Gen. Shields said he could point to the 
Declaration of Independence and the con- 
stitution and say, “‘There is our country.” 
He geaid America had a habit of upsetting 
the calculations of HMurope, referring to the 
civil war and the Spanish-American war. 
He believed that nothing that had been 
gained would be lost. He said Dewey was 
the Vulean who had struck the brow of 
Jove and released the modern Minerva, 
greater America. 

“When,” he said, “fat the close of the 
twentieth century, and the Spainsh war is 
understood as we now understand the war 
of the Revolution, the vouth of the country, 
as well as the sages, wilt crown his mem- 
ory as one of the greatest heroes the world 
has ever known.” 

Mr. Wallbridge said 
Stone knew not the 
larboard, he was a staunch 
Navy.’ which was his toast, 
Eix-Gov. Stone’ pleaded guliity to. the 
charge. He declared himself opposed to a 
great standing army, but in favor of a great 
navy. He painted a glowing picture of the 
time, now near at hand, when Old Glory, 
fiying from American merchant ships, 
would be mirrored in every laughing wave, 
the world around; and declared that a 
Zreat navy is necessary to protect a great 
merchant marine. He predicts that Admiral 
Dewey would soon have, under his com- 
mand, the greatest fleet in the world. 
Frederick W. Judson responded to ‘‘Our 
State."’ He recalled the visit of the Nash- 
Ville to St. Louis a year ago, and spoke in 
praise of Missouri, a state whose history 
was coexténsive with the history of the 
Louisiana Purchase. He invited Admiral 
Dewey and Mrs. Dewey to visit St. Louis 
during the World's Fair of 1903. 

Mr. Charles Cummings Collins responded 
to the toast, ‘“‘The Ladies,’ in which he 
paid glowing tribute to Mrs. Dewey; and 
Father Coffey spoke to “Our Flag."’ Bishop

“Somebody ought to kill Goebel, and Gov. 
Taylor ought to pardon the man that did 
it.” He said the tenor of Dennis’ conversa- 
tion was that Goebel’s death would save 
the lives of other people. ‘The witness 
communicated the remark to Goeoel. 

McKinzie Todd, private secretary to Gov. 
Taylor, said he saw Culton and Youtsey at 
the governor's office several times; did not 
know Howard or Perry; saw armed 
around governor's office the day of 
‘mountaineers’ excursion. Asked if he 
any guns in the office of the secretary 
State, he said he saw two there on 
urday prior to the assassination. 
Was in the room and jater picked 
of the guns and took a position 
window. He asked Youtsey what he 
going tu do. Youtsey said he thought there 
Way trouble in the Jegislative building,” and 
that “if it etarted he wanted to be pre- 
pared.’’ Youtsey said he would not 
any trouble, but would be prepared to pro- 
tect the building if it did start. 

The witness continued: ‘“‘l was in the re- 
ception room of the governor's office at the 
time of the assassination. The shote seemed 
to come from the west end of the building. 
I did not know that Goebel! had been kilied 
until John Davis ran in and told us. I 
went with Davis to his house and he got a 
gun. We came back immediately. The door 
to the office of the secretary of state was 
opened while we were gone. 

The testimony given by Assistant Secre- 

tary of Stutew. . Matthews of the Tay .or 
government, ceveloped the fact that Tayior 
had granted pardons wo former Secretary 
of State Charles Fin.ey, Caleb Powers, Har- 
lan Whittaker, John L. Powers and John 
Davis. He Was not certain whether a par- 
don was granted W. H. Culton. Matthews, 
aS assistant secretary of state, had issued 
pardons. Matthews told of going into the 
Secretary of state's room through the tran- 
som. He found two 88 Winchester rifles 
and one Spencer or Marylin rifle. The Mar- 
lin rifle had dust on it and he was not cer- 
tain it he had not found an empty cartridge. 
He distributed these guns among the men 
in the building, aS he thought a mob was 
£oing to attack the huilding to kill or lynch 
all the parties in it. He found the south- 
east window in the secretary of state's 
office up about 18 inches. Henry Youtsey 
had come in much excited. 
Matthews told of a conversation with 
Youtsey, in which Youtsey told him that 
Warden Lillard lied if he said the second 
window in the secretary of state’s office 
was up, for he (Youtsey) knew better. He 
told of a conversation with Caleb Powers. 
in which Powers told him of the meeting 
in the secretary of state’s office at which 
Culton presided, and Burton made a state- 
ment exhibiting a bullet and advising vio- 
lence. Powers protested and said he was 
in favor of an open declaration of war, 
which should be backed up by the whole 
Republican party. 

Private Dudley Williamson, who was with 
the soidiers in the arsenal, said they got 
marching orders one hour before the as- 
Sassination, and were uniformed and armed 
at the time of the tragedy. The soldiers did 
not know what had happened till they got 
almost to the State House. 

J. B. Matthews was recalled by the de- 
fense to-day in the Goebel murder trial and 
testified that telegrams signed by George 
Denny of Lexington and. filed immediately 
after the assassination were sent to sev- 
eral persons in different parts of the state, 
saying that the riot had begun and telling 
the receivers to send different numbers of 
men to Frankfort at once. Telegrams sent 
or received by parties indicted for the as- 
sassination were produced and;read and 
filed by agreement of both sidés. 

Duane Sinclair of the. Postal Company 
testifled that on the morning of the as- 
sassination he sent telegrams to command- 
ers of two Kentucky regiments which only 
said ‘‘All right’ and were signed by Adju- 
tant-General Collter, 

Constable Davis Harrod stated that he 
Saw an unknown man run out of the secre- 
tary of state’s office and run down into the 
basement a few moments after the shot 
was fired. 

Il’ Wharton Golden presented a number of 
letters from Gov. Taylor to Golden, in 
which the former pledged him his support. 
They were read. Goldcen then went over 
the testimony given ir the examining trial. 

Golden gave some additions to his former 
tesilmony: Among them was a statement 
that Culton said the man who killed Goebel 
was so drunk he could hardly stand lp. 
Another was that Caleb Powers told him 
on the day before the assassination that the 
best way to kill Goebel would be to start 
an argument in the Capitol Hotel and kil 
him there. He stated that Powers said 
Taylor would pardon the assassin.

He shook hands with 
his guard and, stepping in between them,

set before him. 

Nettles still proteste his innocence. He 
vet has hope that his attorney will obtain 
another stay of execution and eventually 
obtain a pardon, or at least a commutat.on 
of sentence. He makes no eriticism ©: 
the courts nor of the officials, and says he 
does not wish to discuss the evidence for 
fear it might prejudice his case with the 
governor. 

James Neities was convicted of the mur- 
der of Sasunuel] W. Mann. The crime was 
eommitted on the night of July 4, 1898, at 
Leffingwell and Franklin avenues. Mrs. 
Mann was on the car of which her hus- 
band was conductor, and witnessed the 
killing. Nettles boarded the car at Jeffer- 
eon avenue and so conducted himseif that 
the conductor was compelled to order him 
from the car.

British Force Apparently 
Moving on Winburg. 


IT IS NOW ABOVE BRANDFORT. 


FIFTY-THREE MILES NORTH OF 
BLOEMFONTEIN. 


'Burghers Reported to Be Still Trek- 
king, Some of the ‘Boer Army 
Retiring to the Vicinity 
of Wepener. 


LONDON, May 5.—Lord Roberts is evi- 
dently losing no time in following up the 
substantial advantage gained by the oc- 
cupation of Brandfort, and his whole force 
is apparently moving on Winburg. 

The place mentioned in Lord Roberts’ dis- 
patch to the War Office this morning as 
“‘Nealweikot’’ cannot be found on the maps, 
and it Is likely that it is a cable error for 
“‘Neal Vet Kop,” in which Gen. Ian Hamil- 
ton seems to be midway between Houtnek 


and Winburg, and lg.s thug-gotten between 
Winburg and Gen. wWlivier’s command from 
Wepener, which is occupying Thaba 
Patchoa. Between Thaba N’Chu, Lady- 
brand and Winburg the country is rough 
‘and suited for Boer tac tics, so the British 
are llable to pe considerably harrassed be- 
fore they capture the stronghold. 

Experts differ as to wheiier Lord Rob- 
erts is bound towards Kroonstadt or in the 
direction vf Bethlehem. ‘The latter place 
is the terminus of the line joining with 
the Natal Railroad at Van Reenen’s Paes, 
and the capture of thst piace would prob- 
ably compel the Boers to leave the Drak- 
ensburg Range, and thus open the way 
for Gen. Buliler’s advance. 

The British will have to repair the 
tridges over the Vet before the railroad 
between Brandfort and Winburg becomes 
available. 

The mounted infantry, with Lord Rob- 
erts, among which are the Canadians, have 
picketed the: r horses on the southern bank 
of the Vet River, 18 miles north of Brand- 
fort. The head of Lord Roberts’ columns 
has thus advanced 32 miles from Karee Six«d- 
ing, in two days, or 53 north of Bloemfon- 


tein 

Little powder was spent. The British 
work was hard marching, the Boers retir- 
ing out of the reach of the British shells. 

The correspondents supplement Lord Rob- 
plain statements with a few details. 
Hutton, with the First Mounted 
Infantry Brigade, drew near Brandfort. he 
saw a khaki-clad body of troops ahead of 
him. He was.surprised, but thought they 
must be the British. Soon, however, ther 
opened fire upon the British , who repl.ed 
heavily. They were the Irish-American Bri- 
gade from Lourenzo Marques, and it is re- 
wih ay that the Irish lost severely. 

The Boer flag was flying over Brandfort 
as the Fritish entered the town. Several 
British wounded were found in the hos- 
vital. The Boer postmasier gave up’ the 
jeys of the public buildings to Capt. Ross. 

Lord Kitchener arrived at Brandfort at 
noon and Lord Roberts at dusk. Gen. 
French's cavalry are sweeping the coun- 
iry northward. The expectation ts that the 
infantry advance will be continued coward 
Kronstad immediately. 

Although no prisoners were taken, and 
a@lthough no hot putsuit was attempted, 
the news egreatly cheers London. Never- 
theless, it has not heen received with the 
fine rapture that attended the first seuc- 
cesses of Lord Roberts. 

Some miltaryv writers refer to Brandfort 
as Gen. Roberts’ objective in the opera- 
tions of the last 10 days, and describe lan 
Hamilton's advance at Hout Nek as a 
feint to draw off the Boer torees from the 
railway. ‘his theory is hardly in accord 
with the facts, since the fighting at Hout 
Nek and Thaba N’'Chu has been too seri- 
ous and protracted to be regarded as a 
feint, and as Brandfort his not been held 

vy the Boers in sufficient strength to ren- 
der its capture a difficult operation at any 
time. 

(en. Roberts’ chief object during the re- 
mainder of the campaign cannot be any- 
thing less than a continuous advance across 
the Vet and the Vaal and over the Wit- 
wWatersrand to Pretoria, and with this ap- 
parent purpose he wiil vary his methods 
and. foilow the line of least resistance. 

The operations of the English commander 
cannot be condticted at a great distance 
from the railway, upon which he must cde- 
pend for supplies, and naturally the course 
of the ariny will be a series of curves and 
Zigzags, crossing ar: 1 rec rossing the Bloem- 
fontein-Pretoria single -tr ick line. 

During the last few days force 
alternately applied at Karee and at Hout 
Nek, at each end of Roberts’ line of ad- 
vance cote the Boers have been driven back 
at points thirty miles apart, resistance hav- 
ing been overcOme a’ both ends in the ad- 
Vance upon RBranidfort and the turning 
Movement toward Winburg. which, if it 
continues successful will have the natural 
effect of driving the Boers away from 
Thaba N’Chu and breaking up their plan 
of drawing the British after them to Lady- 
brand and the mountainous district.

THE FRANCHISE TAX ISSUE. 


During the last session of the Legislature the issue’ of fran- 
chise taxation was raised..A bill providing for the taxation of 
franchise values in this State was defeated through the in- 
fluence of the cerporation lobby. 

But, chiefly through the efforts of the Post-Dispatch, which 
urged the cause of just taxation, the equalization of taxes be- 
tween the home ewners, the farmers, citizens of moderate 
maa | and the wealthy franchise holding corporations, a tre- 
mendéus sentiment in favor of franchise taxation was 
aroused throughout the State. The people recognized the jus- 
tice of the demand that a fair share of the tax burdens of the 
State should be laid upon holders of franchises worth mil- 
lions of dollars who now escape taxation. 

although the tranchise tax measure was defeated in the 
Legislature through lobby influences, this sentiment became 
s0 strong: that it could not be ignored. The State Board of 
Equalization was forced to make a concession to public senti- 
ment and brought street railway franchises under taxation. 
This action of the State Board was a recognition of the jus- 
tice of the principle and the legality of franchise taxation. 

But is the movement to be permitted to stop here? Shall the 
public sentiment in favor of just taxation be allowed to sim- 
mer away without bearing any fruits” 

At the election next November, a new Board of Equalization 
is to be chosen. A new Legislature is to be elected. There are 
signs that the people will condemn in ‘conventions and pri- 
maries the conduct of the legislators who voted against fran- 
chise taxation. There is good reason to believe that a Leg- 
islature which will accede to the demand for just taxation 
will be elected. ; 

But if legislation to this end should fail, what will be the 
fate of th. movement for franchise taxation in the State 
Board of Equalization? The State officers to be chosen in 
November who will determine this question are the Gov- 
ernor, the Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer and Attor- 
ney-General. | 

The candidates for these offices on the Democratic ticket 
are: 

For Governor, A. M. Dockery; for Secretary of State, Sam 
B. Cook; for State Auditor, Albert O. Allen, Frank L. Pitts, 
A. H. Kollmeyer and Michael K. McGrath; for State ‘Treas- 
urer, A. H. Bolte and R. P. Williams; for Attorney-General, 
Edward C. Crow. 

In order to learn the attitude of these candidates with ref- 
erence to tax issue, the Post-Dispatch addressed to each of 
them the following questions: 

Are you in favor of the taxation of franchises” 

What, in your opinion, is the best method of obtaining this 
result? 

Three candidatcs have replied to these questions. Attorney- 
- General Edward C, Crow, candidate for Attorney-General, in 
a strong letter approved of franchise taxation and asserted 
his belief in both the legality and the justice of the tax. 
Michael K. McGrath, candidate for the office of State Audi- 
tor, approved the principle, but expressed the opinion that a 
law ,was necessary for the levy of the tax. Sam B. Cook, 
candidate for Secretary of State, unequivocally approved of 
the principle of franchise taxation as just, without expressing 
any opinion ar to methods. 

The candidaies who have made no reply to the questions 
are: A. M. Dockery, Albert O. Allen, Frank L. Pitts, A. 
H. Kollmeyer, A. H. Bolte and R. P. Williams. 

; What is the attitude of these candidates on this important 
fssue? Do they believe in franchise taxation? Are they afraid 
to put themselves on record on the question? 
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The Standard Oil monopoly asserts that no man in its em- 
ploy earns less than $1.50 a day. With its enormous and jl- 
legitimate projiits the monopoly can easily pay high wages. 
It does not raise prices on consumers, however, in order that 
it may pay high wages to employes. That is done for quite 
another reason. After the election we may read some more 
about the recent increase. 


WHERE WOMEN FAILED, 


Idaho is one of the States where women vote. Usually 
they cast their ballots peaceably, and the advocates of 
suffrage “point with pride” to the results. 

But a few days ago, at an election at Weiser, Idaho, two 
women lost thcir tempers. Said one to the other: “en 
were running for office and I found out tat a withered-up 
china-faced hag like you was working for me. I would not 
vote for myself.” Then there was a slapping, scratching and 
hair-pulling match, which the bailiff was compelled to stop. 

There is a suggestion in this incident for women who desire 
to see female suffrage entirely successful. A candidate's 
looks don't matter. Withered cheeks, china complexion 
even mustaches on feminine lips, are not essential draw- 
backs to good government or civic management. Character 
and fitness outweigh such considerations. Opinions ind 
mental equipment are of more consequence than 
appearance. 

When all women vote, it might be well to prohibit the pub- 
lication of portraits of candidates and allow such as are 
ugly to wear masks or keep in seclusion. It would never do 
for the best man to be defeated because the feminine v: 
di& not like his looks.

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fect understanding. But their moral perceptions are very true. 
They will not long be deceived by this gilded wickedness 
called imperialism. They will turn away in disgust from the 
spectacle of a republic of free men trying to deprive others of 
freedom.

WAS HINGTON, May Otis will 
leave Manila this morning on the transport 
Meade for San Francisco. He was expected 
to remain in command in the Philippines at 
least until the arrival of the Taft commis- 
sion, about May 20, and his precipitate re- 
tirement from his post at this time is rath- 
er mystify:ng to the War Department.

The large 
bulk of what little speculative interest there is in 
the market seems to be gradually swinging to the 
new crop positions, and the dominating influence 
from now on promises to be very largely the progress 
of the new crop. Fears of a squeeze to mark the 
close of the old season do not how seem to be seri- 
ously entertained, for the reason that trade condl- 
tions on this side are so absolute’y dull, and with 
the famine in India, mills en both sides of the At- 
lantic have great encouragement to busband their 
supplies until new cotton becomes available. 

The weather. during the week has, according to 
the Chronicle’s wéekly summury, been more favor- 
able over much of the South, and farm work 1s con- 
sequently making better progress, although still 
very backward on the whole. Texas advices indi- 
cated that rainfall has been heavy in the Brazos 
basin, where land has been submerged, and farmers 
are far behind in their work. Reports from Ala- 


bhama are that while some progress has been made | 
with planting on the uplands, the lowlands are too | 


wet, and some sections are still under water. Vicks- 
burg (Miss.) advices state that normal conditions 
have not been restored. The Chronicle's statement 
of the world’s visible shows 2,353,291 bales, against

CROP CONDITION IN TEXAS. 


Reports From This State the Most 
Bullish Items Received, but They 
Have Little Effect. 


The grain markets during the past week were 
extremely dull and at times almost devoid of inter- 
esting features. Trade was small, being usually 
limited to a few sales of the required size. The 
course was generally upward, but the bulls, 
though receiving some encouraging news, 


slow to take advantage of it, consequently the range 


remained narrow, with only occasional smal! fluc- 
tuations. 

News was confined to crop reports of little real 
importance, owing to the fact that there was little 


news ‘in them, cables, changes and daily postings 
The situation as a whole is 


at the primary pvints. 
practical y unchanged. 

Perhaps the most important item for the bulls 
was the report of the wneat condition in Texas and 
some of tue other southern stares. The news, was 
recelyed that rust was noticeabie in those localities. 
This was offset by favorable reports of the cond! 
tion of wheat in some other states. In Ohio and 
Indiana there is little material change. 

In the Northwest and at all primary points 
daily postings are small. The splendid weather 
for form work has influenced the farmers in a 
bullish way. At any rate, they seem to think 
that it is as well to hold their grain, as there 
does not seem to be much prospect of a bear 
decline in prices. With a violent slump in the 
range, there would be enough grain in the market. 
but with steady prices, leaning if anything to the 
bull side, farmers are not going to loosen up. 

Surprises were in store for traders this week, 
and they began to come in often. The Argentine 
shipments were a decided surprise; moderate ship- 
ments were anticipated, but not up to what they 
were, There is evidently plenty of grain stiil 
held in that country, and as long as shipments hold 
up the export trade will not pick up very rapldly. 

May wheat opened the week at 694¢c, closing at 
60%ec asked. July opened at 674@s67%c, closed 
at 67%c bid. Some “sg trading was done, 
future opened at 6Sce, and geld at 67%c, and at 6Se 
again, closing at that figure. 

Corn was influenced about as wheat was. Good 
changes were made in the cereal, for a time the 
markets ruling strong: later they received gei- 
backs which caused a falling off tn the show of in- 
terest.
